BL Petersburg, By Cable.—The Czar
has published a deereo providing for

committees, The decree, which was is-
sued in commemoration of the anni-
versary ol ‘ne birthday of Alexauwder

nificant act of state sinee the emanei-
pation of the serfs. The public hails
it as the proclmation or an era open-
ing up bright prospects of the ey
improvement of Russian internal nd-
ministration, The text of the decree is
in part as follows:

“The trouble agitating our country,
which to our decp regret have partly
been sown by designs hostile to the
Btate and partly engendered by doe-
trines foreign to Russian lite, hinder
the general work of amoeiiorating the
well-being of our people, These trou-
bles confuse the public mind, remove
the people from productive labor, anid
often ruin families dear 1o, one heark
il young energies amonwe high and
low, necessary (o the internal doevelog-
ment of the countey,  In demanding
the alfillment of this, our will, while
romaining strongly apposed Lo any vio-
Lition of the normal course of nationnd
lite, and having contidence  that  all
will Jovally discharge their loeal di-
ties, we are  drvevoeably  decided o
satisty the needs for which the State
hos become ripe and have deemed it
expedient 1o strengthen and decree it
expedient to observance of the prin-
ciples of tolerance laid down by the
fundamental laws of the Russian IZm-
pire, which, recognizing the Orthodox
Church as the ruling one, grant to all
our subjects of other relizious and to
all foreign persuasions  frecdom  of
creed and worship in nccordance with
ather rites; and we are further yesolv-
2l to continue the active carrying out
of measures for the improvement of
the material position of the orthodox
rural clergy, while enabling them 1o
take a larger share in Intellectual and
public 1ife.

“In  accordance with impending
measures for the consolidation of the
national econcmy, the efforts of the
State credit institutions and especially
the nobles and peasants banks should
be directed to strengthening and de-
veloping the welfare and fundamental
pillars of Russian village life and that
of the local nobility and peasantry.
These principles marked out by us for
the disposition of the laws of the rural
population are, when feormulated, to he
referred to the provineial government
couneils, so thit with the assistance
ol persons enjoving the publie's confi-
denee, they may be further developed
and wadapted to the special conditions
ol individual localitics. This Mnda-
mental principle of the inviolability of
communal property is to bhe maintain-
ed, while at the same time means are
to be found to render it casior for the
indivadual to server connections with
the community to which he belongs, i
he so desives,

“Without delay measures must he
taken to release the peasants from the
present bhurdensome  liability of en-
foreed labor,

“Through reforms are to be effoctonl
in the provincial governments and dis-
tricts administrational by  the loeal
representatives, while  attention will
be devoted to sccuring closer co-oper-
ation between the commmunal authori-
ties and parochial trustees of the Or-
thodox churches wherever possible,

“Calling upon all our subjects to co-
operate In strengthening the founda-
tions of families, school and public life
under which alone the well-being of
the people and the confidence of every
one in the stabiity of his rights ean
develop, we command of onr ministers
and chief officials concorned in (hik
matter to submit to us their views re-
rarding the exccution of our inten-
tions."

Dr. Wm. M. Marey, the family phy-
sicinn and first porson 1o ser the doead
hody after the murderer covered it
un, was the first witness of the day,
Do Marey admitted that he told Dr.
Howland, the medieal examiner, that
i it was suicide, or lookod suieidal, it
would he all the better for the family
to miadkie it ont o case of soielde, Lator
he agrecd with Dre, Howland that tho
suicide theory was antenable, Dr, Mar-
ey was sharply gquestioned on his sui-
cide stadement and in telling why he
made it sadd:

UWell, T thought it wonld save Bur-
dick's pood name, | osaw him almost,
disrobed Iving on the coneh, and [ saw
the Tuneh on the table, especially s
the divoree procecdings  had  been
started.”

The witness said Alva, 1nll had not
asked him at any time how Burdicke
had been killed, Tle thought he had
had o woman there, In response to At-

torney Ilertsell's questions, Dr. Marey
sald he had come to the conclusion
that Bowedick was killed hetween mid-
night and 1 o'clock in the morning.

“When you first looked at the hody
did you see the wounds on the head
amd braing scattered about?

“You, sirt

“And yon had the idea that it might
ho a case of suicide?”

“Well, T did not know. 1 had not
considoered,”
“The fact that there woere pillows

piled npon the bhody was confirmation
of your suicide theory "

Attorney Hartsell bhrought out the
inferesting fact that the pgas in tho
hall and in the den was lighted by an
cleetrie  applinnee, By pressing the
button the gas conld ho lighted, By
pressing another button it was extin-
inlshed, On the night after the mur-
der it was found that (ne clectrie ar-
rangement did not work, An investi-
gation showed that some one had turn-
eih off the gas in (he den instead of ex-
tinguishing it by means of the button.
The attorney's  purpose in bringing
oul this faet was to show that whoever
wias in the house on the night of tho
murder was nol familiar with the eloe-
trie arrangement for turning out the
Bgas,

Wm. V. Delahunt, tho cabman who
took an unknown man from in front
of the Tift House to the cornor of Ash-
land avenue and Bryant streets, the
night of the murder, told his story.

“Did you afterwards soe Arthur R.
Pennell in the distrlet attorney’s of-
fice?” asked District Attorney Contese
worth,

“When you were asked in my offico
if he wasg the man you had taken to
Ashland and Bryan streets, what was
your reply?”

“I said I eould not tell, The man
looked like the same.

man to the eorner of Summer and
Ashlund “oty,  She walked down
Ashland  weet in the divection of

Purdick’s house, He gaw the same WO
man ahout two hours later down town,
but could not say whethor' she was tho
sne woman he had seen on Weak
Tupper strect, X {
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
